Miss Gatchell is a teacher of experience and much liked by her 
scholars. Average wages of teachers $4.00 per week. Cost of 
School for the year including wages of teacher, board and 
wood, $121.50.

12. Miss Ballard kept a good school, gave good satisfaction.
